NEW CHURCH 


WILL BE 
BUILT 


Members of the Christian Church 
Faith of Richmond Plan the 
Erection of Handsome 
New Building. 


WILL START WORK 
DURING THIS SUMMER 


Congregation Will Erect Place of 
Worship at Cost of Over 
$10,000—Funds Are 
Coming Fast. 


Work will be started within the 
next two months on another hand- 
some church edifice in Richmond. 
The announcement was made yester- 
day that the members of the Chris- 
tian church have decided to  con- 
struct a new building on their prop- 
erty at the corner of Sixth and Bis- 


sell. The building will cost over 
$10,000. Definite steps have been 
taken and building committees have 
been appointed. 

Yesterday a committee of women 
was out with a subscription list mak- 
ing a canvas of the city. Although 
refusing to divulge the amount sub- 
scribed, those in charge of the sub- 
scription list asserted that their ef- 
forts are meeting with success, and 
that several hundred dollars was do- 
nated toward the building yesterday 
afternoon. 

It is proposed to raisé about $4000 
in Richmond. The church congrega- 
tion, is greatly encouraged by. liberal 
promises of support outside of. the 
city, One man, whose naime is being 
kept a secret, has agreed to donate 
@ sum equaling 6 per cent of all the 
money that is raised. 

Complete and definite building an- 
nouncements will be made in the 
next month. One of the prominent 
workers of the church made the as- 
sertion yesterday that unless some- 
thing unforseen happens work will be 
started on the new building within 
the next two months.

hot asphalt ready for the roadbed, is 
now a Richmond product.

All rock and gravel must be Heated 
to a temperature of about 300 de- 
grees before it will mix with the hot 
asphalt, so it is passed in revolving 
tubes through an intense of} fire. 
Buckets on an endless chain carry the 
hot rock up to a hopper above the 
mixing bin. The asphalt comes in 
tank cars from the Standard Oil re- 
finery and is heated by steam to a 
great temperature and conveyed by 
pipe to the mixing bin, located on a 
platform, under which the wagons 
drive to receive their load. Measured 
and weighted, the parts of hot rock 
and asphalt are turned into the mix- 
ing bin and a few minutes there pre- 
pares it for the load. A twist of a 
lever opens the bottom and the pre- 
pared material falls into the waiting 
wagon. 


SPEED ORDINANCE 
GOES INTO 
EFFECT 


There was a perceptible slowing 
down on the part of the drivers of 
motor vehicles in this city yesterday. 
The reason for the diminishing of 
speed was the final passage of the 
ordinance regulating speed by the 
council Monday night. The gist of 
the ordinance follows: 


SPEED LIMIT. 


On Macdonald, Nevin and Bissell, 
between First and Twenty-third 
streets, not greater than fourteen 
miles per hour. The same _ speed 
limit on Richmond, Park and Wash- 
ington avenues. 

On other streets of the city not 
greater than nineteen miles, excpt 
in sparsely settled sections, when you 
can go twenty-five miles an hour. 

Must not turn on streets except at 
corners, and at @nd of the thorough- 
fares. 

In crossing streets slow down to 
nine miles per hour. 

No automobile or wagon allowed 
to stand within sixty feet of the cor 
ner of Sixth and Macdonald avenue.

TOO MUCH LEGISLATION. 


There seems to be a general feeling all over the country, and 
among all classes, that this country has been enjoying too much 
legislation, both state and national, and that if business is to revive; 
and there is a general admission that it is in anything but a pros- 
perous condition at present, we must stop where we are for the 
present. : 

Business depression is not good for any class. It is not good, of 
course, for the merchant, because the less business the less profits, and 
the less success in his ventures. It is not good for the wage earner in 
any capacity, whether clerical or mechanical, beeause when business 
is dull work is searee and therefore there is less demand for labor, 
which is what the wage-earner has to sell. It is bad for the farmer, 
because while we have his products we do not take as much, or as 
many varieties as we would were work more plentiful. It is bad for 
the professional man, because, of course, there are less reasons for 
employing his services and consequently he, too, feels the hard times. 

When a reason is sought for the depression which admittedly 
exists, the only legitimate reason that can be discovered is too much 
legislation. Remedying social and financial evils is like curing any 
other ill. If the cure is too sudden and too violent it is as bad as the 
disease. If we give a sick person too violent a medicine, and too 
much at once, we are as liable to kill as to cure him, and that is what 
has happened to the body politic. 

There was undoubtedly need for adjustment. There was un- 
doubtedly need for a change in the direction which the state was 
drifting, and there was a crying need for a change in the system 
upon which matters were run. To illustrate, there was a crying need 
that the railroads should be driven out of polities; there was a erying 
need that the watering of stock and the dishonesty of high financiers 


class who have been sent there for frauds in connection with their 

usiness. But when the railroads have been put out of politics, and 
legislation has been enacted to curtain the dishonesty of their manage- 
ment, it is not wise to continue with enactments that make it possible 
to finance the roads and which put a stop to any improvements in 
their systems, or in the extensions of their lines. 

It is admitted, for instance, that the borrowing power of the 
railroads has been so much curtailed that many improvements, that 
would employ thousands of men, have been stopped. There is no wis- 
dom in such a policy. It deprives those who need work of employ- 
ment, and it deprives the sections of the country through which the 
roads run of the benefits of their extensions. Ina word, the govern- 
ment should either take over the railroads or else allow them sufficient 
latitude to do their business. That, of course, is only one example, 
but_it is an example which fully illustrates the fact that we have 
reached a point where any very radical legislation is not desirable. 

We may not realize it, but we have had changes in this country, 
and especially in this state, within the last five years that in almost 
any other part of the world would mean a revolution and a complete 
change of government. England, where great changes could be ac- 


complished with less friction and danger to the state, is far behind |@ 


California in the radical legislation that she has ventured upon, and in 
one single subject alone, not to mention athers, she has come near a 
revolution in connection with its adoption, while here it was adopted 
without causing a murmur upon the surface of the body politic. We 
refer, of course, to woman suffrage. 


We have gone a long way towards eliminating party government 


and substituting the personal equation, though whether the change is 
to prove beneficial remains to be seen. We have radically changed 
the rights of the people, greatly extending their duties in the direc- 
tion of absolute democracy, and we have made many other innova- 
tions. It is wise, therefore, to pause for a few years until we can 
see how the changes which we have made will work out. Every- 
thing human is susceptible of improvement, and everything human 
is imperfect in one direction or another. It is wise, therefore, to 
discover the imperfections and the mistakes that have been made 
before we go further in new directions and the realization of new 
theories.

his witticisms. In song father figures as the only one of the family 
who does not work. In the courts he is always blamed for every- 
thing that happens. He is supposed to be so neglectful of his duties 
that it requires mother’s vote in politics to keep the ship of state 
from running on the rocks, and except to furnish money for the 
family, and a name for suffragette leaders, he is not much use on 
earth. 

And yet a good father is a very valuable asset for any man or 
woman to have had in their childhood, and his influence and exam- 
ple are of the greatest value. While his duties in the family are not 
as great or perhaps as important as mother’s, yet what he does away 
from home is just as important for the success of the family, and he 
deserves the credit and respect of that family just as well as mother 
does. In our desire to elevate women and place them on a pedestal 
where they will be politically the equal of men, we have lowered 
the father and given him a subordinate place in the family economy. 
That is a mistake. He is not less than mother, nor more. He is her 
equal and is as necessary. In our intense admiration for mother, 
do not let us forget ‘‘the old man.’’ 


‘‘THEY DULL THE BRAIN.”’ 


““When,’’ says a dispateh, ‘‘6700 employes of the Edison indus- 
tries here enter the shops tomorrow morning they will be confronted 
on every side by a sign which reads: ‘Cigarettes are not tolerated; 
they dull the brain.’’’ The dispatch goes on to state that the paper 
on a large number of cigarettes of different brands have been ex- 
amined by Edison and thut as a result of his investigation it has been 
ascertained that the materials found in the paper which is used has 
the effect of dulling the brain. And speaking upon the subject of 
the poison in the paper Edison is quoted as saying: ‘‘This poison 
attacks the folds of the brain and works havoe with a man’s mental 
activity.’’ 

It is hardly necessary to point out to any one who has used 
cigarettes or who has observed victims of the habit, that there is 
something which has just the effect mentioned in them. Whether 
it lies in the paper or the tobacco, of course, is another thing, but 
that it exists can not be questioned, and therein lies the cause of the 
result that youths who use cigarettes to any extent are always defi- 
cient in their studies and that others have heart disease in some 
form, so that the majority of young men who fail to get into the 
arms are excluded because of the ‘‘cigarette heart,’’ as it is called. 

Of course, there are many men of ability who use cigarettes, and 
they do not show the effects as fully as others, but it is a safe state- 
ment to make, and one that cannot be successfully refuted, that they 
would be far better off if they did not smoke cigarettes, and that no 
man is better for the habit. 


ST. MARK’S CHURCH. 

The entire community sympathizes with the congregation of St. 
Mark’s church in its loss. The fire is all the more severely felt because 
the church was in debt, and that the building was not fully insured.
